1. B. Shyam Sunder son of B. Manikyam, Caste Mala, age 52, occupation 
worker, resident of Devappa Building, Gazipura, Gulbarga. 

Petitioner.

1. Shankar Deo Vedalankar son of Mr. Balaji Rao. 

Caste Arya Saniaj, Age 32, occupation social Worker, C/o. Shri 
Dattartrya Rao Awarodi, Kanada Sahitya Sangh, Jagat Gulbarga. 

2. Mr. Mahadeo Appa Rampure Congress Leader, Gulbarga Congress Com¬ 

mittee, Gazipura, Gulbarga. 

3. Mr, Sharangouda Inamdar M.L.A., Gazipura. Gulbarga. 

4. Mr. R. V. Bidap, B.A., L.L.B. Advocate, Bider. 

All candidates that contested the Election from the Constituency—Respon¬ 
dents. 

Petition under section 80 read with Sections 100 and 101 of the Representation of 

People Act 1951 (43 of 1951), 


The petitioner above-named submits as follows: — 

1, The petitioner and the Respondents above-named were the candidates who 
bad been duly nominated on 1st February 196.7 for the election to the House of 
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the People (Lok Sabha) from the Gulbara Parliamentary (Double Member) Con¬ 
stituency. The petitioner and the Respondent No. 1 were nominated to fill the 
Reserved Seat. 

2. Respondent No. 1 is an Arya Samaiist by creed, belief and profession, and 
therefore not a member of a Scheduled Caste for any area in any State of India. 
Respondent No, 1 was not therefore qualified to fill the particular seat. (Vide 

list page No. 1-2). 

3. This matter was brought to the notice of the Returning Officer at the time 
of the scrutiny on 1st February, 1957, but the Returning Officer hurriedly nega¬ 
tived the contention and improperly accepted the nomination paper of Respon¬ 
dent No. 1. The Petitioner requested for time, but the Retumig Officer dia not 
grant any time. (Vide copies of the decision of the Returning Officer and nomina¬ 
tion paper of Respondent No 1. Exhibit No. 1). 

4. After the Poll, Respondent No. 1 was declared elected to the Reserved Seat 
from the_ Gulbarga Parliamentary (double member) constituency. 

5. Respondent No. 1 is guilty of the following corrupt practices: — 

(a) Respondent No. 1 and his agents appealed and exhorted the voters on 

the grounds of religion, case and community to vote for 
the Respondent No. 1 and not to vote for the petitioner. (Vide List 
Page No. 3 and Exhibit No. 2). 

(b) Respondent No. 1 and his agents threatened the Harijans and the 
minority community (Muslims) in the villages and the town that their 
houses would bo burnt, that they would be held as traitors. That they 
would not be allowed to work on the fields, that they would be turned 
out of the villages if they did not vote for the Congress and voted for 
the petitioner. An incident of such nature which took place in the 
village of Dongergaon, Taluqa Gulbarga was specially brought to the 
notice of the Deputy Electoral Officer, Bangalore, who had come down 
to Gulbarga, in a written representation. (Vide Exhibit No. 3 and List 
pages 9 to 15). 

(c) Respondent No. 1 and his agents procured the services of Patels and 
Patwaries of the villages and the town Government servants for 
furtherance of the prospects of the former (Respondent No. 1) for 
being elected. ( Vide list pages Nos. 15 to 19). 

(d) Respondent No. 1 and his agents also employed paid convassers for 
furtherance of the prospects of the former (Respondent No. 1) for 
being elected. (Vide list pages Nos. 19-22). 

6. At the Ibrahimpalli Polling Station, Taluqa Sarum, hundreds of voters had 
to go back without voting, because the Polling Statiqn was not opened till 10 a.m. 
on the day of Polling, thereby causing great prejudice to the election prospects 
of the Petitioner. (Protest about this incident was registered with the Presiding 
Officer). 

7. At the Polling Station Koralli the Parliamentary and Assembly ballot boxes 
were interchanged at the time of Poll (this was brought to the notice of the 
Presiding Officer. 

8. The Ballot Boxes were so arranged throughout the constituency that more 
than one ballot paper could be inserted at a time. This was specially brought 
to the notice of the Deputy Electoral Officer, Bangalore, who had come down to 
Gulbarga at the time of counting. 

9. At the Polling Station Herolli there was an interchange of Ballot Papers 
intended for the Legislative Assembly and the House of the People. Ballot papers 
containing marks authorised for use for election to the Legislative Assembly were 
used for election to the House of the People and vice-versa (This incident was 
brought to the notice of the Presiding Officer). 

10. The petitioner submits that in as far as the Respondent No, 1 was not 
qualified to be chosen to fill the seat under reference, his nomination paper ought 
to have been rejected by the Returning Officer, and the Petitioner should have 
been declared duly elected to fill the Reserved Seat as there were no other candi¬ 
dates to fill the Reserved Seat. 
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11. The petltoner is entitled for a Declaration that the election of Respondent 
Ho. 1 is void and that the Petitioner is elected duly to All the Reserved Seat in 
the Gulbarga Constituency of the Parliament. 

12. The present petition is filed within 45 days from the date of election of 
the Returned Candidates, viz. 22-3-1957. 

13. The Petitioner encloses herewith the receipt showing that a deposit of 
Rs. 1,000 has made in the State Bank of Hyderabad, Hyderabad in favour of the 
Secretary to the Election Commission. 


Hence it is prayed that: — 


(1) The petition be referred to the Election Tribunal for trial. 

(2) the election of Respondent No. 1. be declared void and ineffective and 
the petitioner be duly declared elected to the Reserved Seat in the 
Gulbarga Parliamentary Constituency, and cost be awarded.

List op Facts and particulars of Corrupt practices 


Read with para. 2 of the petition. 

1. The respondent No. 1 is a registered Arya Samajist whose name appears in 
the approved list of the Arya Samajist of Hyderabad and Secunderabad on page 

14. serial No. 15, published by Arya Pralinidbl Sabha, Hyderabad Pradesh, by 
Bansilal Viyas, Mantri (Secretary) Arya Pratlnidhi Sabha, Hyderabad, in 1955. 

(a) The Respondent No. 1 is the “Sanatak” of Gurukol Kangri, Haridwar a 
Religious Institution of Arya Samaj, which confers the Degree of "Vadalankar” 
to a student who gets converted to Arya Samaj and ceases to be a member of any 
Caste. 


(b) After getting the Degree of Vidyalankar from Gurukul Kangri, Haridwar, 

the Respondent No. 1 got admission in Dayanand Anglo Vernacular (D.A.V.) 
College Kanpur (Agra-Univeisity) as an Arya Samajist. , 

(c) Alter his return from Agra to Hyderabad, the Respondent No. 1 worked 
as an Arya Samaji Updesakh (Preacher) in Hyderabad, 

(d) He married in a Arya Samaj family, which has nothing to do with Scheduled 
Caste community, according to Arya Samaj rites. The marriage ceremony was 
performed by an Arya Samaj Pandit, Shri Madan Mohan Vidya-Sagar of Himayot- 
nagar, Hyderabad. 

(e) In the Book titled “Vinayak Rao Vidyalankar Abhinandan Granth” edited 
by Banstdhar Vidyalnnkar and published by "Vinayak Rao Sashlt-Warshutsava 
■Samiti”, Arya Pratinidhi Sabha Hyderabad Pradesh, Sultan Bazar, Hyderabad— 
Deccan, printed in Prubhutava Mudranali in 1956, the name of the Respondent 
No. 1 is mentioned as ‘ an Arya Samajist not as a "Chamar or Samgar’ or a 
Scheduled Caste Member, Pandit NaTindraji, President, Arya Pratinidhi Sabha, 
on page 145, para 4 of ihc above mentioned book, in an article, “The Political 
Struggle of Arya Samaj in Hyderabad” writes:— 

“In 1951 and 52 in thd first General Elections in Bharat many Samajists 
were elected by the Legislative Assembly of Hyderabad—on Congress 
Ticket and also as Independent Candidates. Shri Vinayak Rao from 
Latur Constituency and myself from Hyderabad city constituency. The 
list of the names of the Arya Samajlst s who are elected from other 
constituencies Is as follows;— 

Sarwasri Shesh Rao Waghmare, Mahadev Rao Ghusikar, Shanker Deo 
Vidyalankar, Kondal Reddy, Dwarkapershad, Tulsiram Kamle, Kal.yan 
Rao, Ambadus Rao and Keshav R^o Parkal etc., Shri Vinayak Rao 
Vidyalankar and Shrj Shanker Deo Vidyalankar were taken into the 
Cabinet of Ministers of Hyderabad State as Finance Minister and 
Deputy Minister for Social Service respectively”. 
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(f) The above mentioned article is also reproduced in “Veeverty" a Hindi 
monthly of January, 1957, Edited by Pandit Narindrajee and Vennay Kumar, from 
Hyderabad. 

Read with para. 3 of the petition, 

2. The Respondent No. 1, has fabricated false evidence to get a scheduled caste 
(Samgar) Certificate, and on February 1, 1957, he made a declaration before the 
Returning Officer of Guibarga Parliamentary (Double Member), Constituency that 
he was a “Samgar” knowing that those Affidavits were false and thereby using 
those affidavits for supporting his claim as candidate to the reserved seat of Parlia¬ 
ment from Guibarga, 

List of facts and particulars of corrupt practices, 

3. Read with para. 5(a) of the petition. —The respondent No. 1 got distributed 
hand bills in Kanada throughout his Parliamentary Constituency In which an 
appeal is made in the name of “Lord Basavanna” to vote for the bulls. It is 
written that the bulls are the sacred “Vahan” (Conveyance) of “Lord Shiva”. 
Mr. Katlappa of Jagat Guibarga and Mr. Ranappa of Jagat, Guibarga paid con¬ 
venors of Respondent No. 1 distributed the said hand bills in various places of 
the constituency. These convessors told the masses that the bulls are the very 
incarnation of “Lord Basavanna” and of Nandi. A vote to the Bulls is a vote 
to “Lord Bdsavanna”. 

Extracts from the hand bill is translated and given below: — 

(1) “Bull is Lord Shiva’s Nandi—Basavanna”. 

(2) It is God’s Vahan (conveyance). 

(3) It is the protector and supporter of the cultivator. 

(4) The very sight of its picture fills the heart with the love of all the 

animals in the universe and one recollects all the principles of 
“Dharma”. 

(5) And cow Is the pose of compassion, said Gandhiji, 

(0) Cow Mata, etc. 

The original hand bill In Kanada will be produced in the court. A true copy 
of the same is attached ( vide Exhibit No. 2). 

4. Read with para. 5(b) of the petition, —In a public meeting held) on dated 
26th February, 1957, Gazipura, Guibarga at 9 p.m, Pandit Datatripershad of 
Guibarga, a prominent preacher of Arya Samaj appealed to the audience on the 
ground of religion and caste and said in Urdu: —

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5, Read with para. 5(b) oj the petition ,—In the village Dongargaon, Tuluqa 
Aland, Sri Upparao, Police Patel, Raghavendtir Rao, Patwari and Gollappa, Mali 
Patel openly threatened the Harijans that, if they voted against the Congress, 
their houses would be burnt away. They will be turned out of the village. After 
the poll the said Patel suspecting that, the Harijans voted against the Congress 
began to terrorise them. The population of the village Is about 100 houses. 
Since the dajr of declaration of the results, the Patel and Patwans are prosecut¬ 
ing the Harijans. tVhen the dates of the elections were announced the said' 
Patel and Patwaris went to every Harijan’s house and threatened them, if they 
voted against the respondent No. 1 and the Congress candidate they will b‘c tortur¬ 
ed day and night and no one will save them from their fate, because it is a 
Congress Raj. The movements of the Harijans were specially watched. Chandra- 
shckllar Patel, the Congress candidate from Aland constituency and also the 
President, Congress Committee, Gulbarga and the Respondent No. 1 instigated 
the anti-social elements to harass the Harijans, The Harijans were removed 
from their jobs. They were not allowed on the fields to work and for 4 days, 
they boycotted the Harijans, it was a social and economic boycott. The Harijans 
were left starving outside the village. This incident was brought to the notice 
of the Deputy Elcctional Officer, Bangalore, when he had come to visit Gulbarga 
on 22nd March, 1957, in a written representation (vide Exhibit No. 3), 

The brother of Shri Jagannath Rao Chandergl on tho 6th of March 1967 went 
to the Harijanwada and threatened the Harijans that if they voted against the 
congress, his brother, who is a Minister, would cencel the tenancy certificates 
of the Harijans and would drive them out of the village, ‘Chandergi’. 

(2) Mr, Kishan Rao, Secretary, Co-operative Weavers’ Society of Garautkal 
threatened the weavers and the members of the Society that he would remove 
their names from the list of the Society and stop all help if they yote against 
the congress and its candidates Respondent No. 1. 

(3) Sangapa, Police Patel of Kalgi (proper) called the Harijans of the village 
on the 29th February, 1957 to his house and threatened them that if they voted 
for tho petitioner their houses will be burnt and they will be driven out of the 
village. From next day that is 30th February, 1957, onwards, began to visit the 
localities of the Muslims and Lambadas and the Harijans, repeatedly threatening 
them. To muslims, he said that their wives would become widows in ease of 
congress candidate losing the seat. 

(4) Mali Patel lappa and Site Ram Patwari of Mouza Pala, Rolling Station 

No. 43, Kalgi constituency, both went from house to house of the Muslims and 
Harijans and ordered them to vote for the congress. They also said that they 
wilt judge the sincerity of the Muslims and the harijans, by seeing the ballot 

boxes of tho congress after the Polling is over. If the boxes of the congress were 

to be full they will allow the Harijans and the Muslims to be in the village 

peacefully and if the boxes of the bulls had less number of votes then Shamsun- 

der’s box would be driven away the Harijans and the Musilms from the village. 

(5) Sangappa, Police Patel of Kalgi, Kalgi Tuluqa daily used to go to the 
Harijans and Muslims and Lambadas localities and repeatedly threatened them 
that if they vote Shamsunder and vote against the congress and its candidate is 
defeated he would make a ‘holi’ of their huts. He would burn all the belongings. 
He kept on threatening from 29th February to 12th Match, 1957. 

(6) At the village Arunkal, Tuluqa, Chitapur, Ramkishan Rao, Patwari of 
the village and Police Patel Shantappa, both Government servants, kept the Hari¬ 
jans and the backward classes under perpetual threat by daily caling them to 
their place and telling them, that if the Harijans and the Backward classes were 
to vote for the B. Shyamsunder, a Dhed and an Azad candidate, they would burn 
their houses, Police Patel Shantappa and Ramkishan Rao Patwari openly used 
to abuse the Harijans, and the Backward clusses of the village, The Harijans and 
the Backward classes people were so much scared that on the day of Polling none 
of them were prepared even to speak with any person who was not a congressman. 

(This threatening began and continued upto 12 March). 

(7) At the village Hagarga Taluqa Gulbarga, Kalgi Constituency P. S. 30, 
Mallipatel Milk Arjunappa a Government servant, threstened the voters that he 
would stop their Tacavi if they voted against the Congress. On 21st March, 1957 
he went to the Harijan locality and threatened them that if they vote for Sham¬ 
sunder, they will be driven away of the village. 
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(8) Chandra Shetty, Patil, Police Patel of Saradgi (Srinivas) from 29th 
February till 12th March, went many a times to the localities of the Harijans, 
Muslims and backward classes and threatened them that if they want to Jive in 
the village they should not vote for Sham Sunder and only vote the Congress. 
He said if he found that in the Polling Station of Saradji (31 Kalgi Constituency) 
the Congress if the ballot boxes were not full he would destroy the crops of the 
culprits. He would drive away the Harijans, Muslims and the backward classes 
of the village. 

(9) Baba Saheb Police Patel of village Sannur, Taluqa Gulbarga, Kalgi 
Constituency (Polling Station 33), daily used to go to the localities of the E(arijans 
and the backward classes and used to remind the voters about his threat that if 
they vote Shamsunder and if the Congress candidates are not voted he would 
■drive them out of the village and their fate would be worst than anything. They 
would suffer more than what they suffered during and after Police Action. 

(10) In the village Goandgaon, Taluqa Bhalki the Police Patel Bhim Rao with 
the collaboration of the High caste of the village terrorised the Harijan every day 
and night from 26th February onward and tola them that he suspected them that 
they would vote for Shamsunder a Azad candidate and would never vote the 
Congress and the Landowners, Maiming them in these terms remove all the Hari¬ 
jans from the fields They were not allowed to move In the streets and an economic 
Boycott was imoosed upon them. Eatables were not sold to them, even the bare 
necessities of life were denied to them. Even after the Polling the terrorising 
continued for a week or so. This attitude of the Patil and the Caste Hindus has 
rendered the life of the Harijans miserable. 

(11) Shivllngappa Patil of village Tansalli and his son openly threatened the 
Harijans of Tansalli (Polling Station. 19) by saying that if they voted for Sham 
Sunder the boxes will reveal that Harijans have voted against the Congress and 
if it is true that the boxes of the Congress were empty he would turned the 
Harijans out of the village. 

(12) On the day of Polling the 12ih March, at Martur, Taluqa Chetapur, Kalgi 
Constituency Polling Station, 20 Vccrpakshappa Sarma a Congress worker with 
the village Police Patel named Shantappa, and Mughool Ahmed a Pleader of 
Gulbarga went to the Harijans and Muslim locality and threatened them that if 
they vote against the congress and voted for Shamsunder which would be easily 
known by the votes in the ballot boxes, they would drive them away from the 
village and the Muslims were told their fate would be worst than what it was 
after police action etc. 

(13) At Kirmigi village, Taluqa Chitipur, Polling Station No. 39, the Police 
Patel Nana Saheb and the Gram Panchayat members belonging to the Congress 
went to the Harijnn locality and (he backward classes and threatened them ihat if 
they voted Shamsunder and not the Congress then their houses would be 
burnt, they would be turned out of the village, they would be starved without 
any means of'livelihood, thev would be turned out oi their iobs, they would be 
not allowed on the fields. (This was repeatedly told by the Police Patel and the 
Panchayat Members to the Harijans and the backward classes from the 20th 
February, 1957 to the date of Polling 12th March, 1957. 

>T4) Meelappa Shanker Patwari of village Parutabad, Taluqa Gulbarga and 
SangabaSappa Chairman of the Gram Panchayat went to the Harijan and back¬ 
ward classes localities repeatedly prior a day to the Polling Day and threatened 
them if they voted Shamsunder and the opposition candidate tthev would be treated 
as animals and they would be used in the fields as bulls and would be driven 
out of the village to starve in the jungle and dio a death of dog. 

(15) Mukand Rao Patwari of village Bhankur, Taluqa Chitapur, with Shivappa 
and Vallikar (Bhankur) on 27th March, 1957 night went to the Harijanwada and 
Lambada locality and told them that they could easily find out who has voted 
against the Congress and who had voted for Shamsunder. They had kept strict 
watch over them by police to find out who was speaking and what was speaking 
about the Congress, They warned the Harijans and the Lambadas that the boxes 
themselves would reveal 'the fact that the Harijan voted for the Congress and or 
not. Then they will teach a lesson to the Lambadas and the Harijans, they said 
they would he arrested If they voted Shamsunder. 

(16) Umesh Rao, an officer serving in the Tata Cement Factory, Shahabad 
between the date 20th February to 28th February, 1957 often used to go to the 
Harijans employees in their localities and used to threaten them that if they 
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voted Shamsunder and the Independent candidate he would get them dismissed 
from the Factory. He said if they bound to be in the services they should vote 
for the Congress 

6. Read with Para 5(c) of the petition.—The Respondent No. 1 of the Congress 
candidate Chandrashekar Patil, for Assembly Constituency, Aland got printed and 
published a hand bill (one side Kanada and on the other side Hindi) with the 
title "An Appeal to Ihe voters of Aland” by the following Patils, Kulkarniee and 
Sarpunch who are Government servants and utilised their services and co-operation 
for the furtherance of his prospects of election.

7. The Respondent No. 1 and his agents Chandrashekar Patel and Jagannath 
Chanderji employed 78 paid Convassers for them In the various parts of the 
Constituency for 7 days from 1st March to 7th March, 1957. These paid convas¬ 
sers from the Labourers of the M.S.K. Mills Gulbarga amongst whom were fitters, 
Head Jobbqrs, Head weavers Carpenters, Ring framers and Moulders.

"Chai”, “Bidi”. ‘‘Pan’’, and 
drinks etc. etc. They were also assured that the management of the M. S. K. Mills 
would overlook their absence from their job.
